swooped down and bombed enemy 
tanks with the deadliest effect and 
damaged a number of _ trucks. 
The disorganised columns retreated 
rapidly to their former positions, it 
was said. Military circles declared that 
the British forces still held both upper 
villages at Sollum, re-captured irom 
the Germans last week.

ment. To say the least of it, it leaves 
little hope that Mr. de Valera’s rosy 
dream of three million tons of turf can 
be realised. It argues, in the first place, 
that a net production of three million tons 
will require the ‘‘cutting and spreading 
of something like twenty million tons of 
turf as it lies in the bog’’; and the diffi- 
culty only starts there. Even if tho 
necessary quantity of turf is cut and pre- 
pared for market, it still must be brought 
to the places where it is needed, and the 
chief of these places is Dublin. Can it 
be brought? The details of available 
transport are given elsewhere in this 
issue: it is sufficient to say that, accord- 
ing to the memorandum, the utmost 
quantity of turf that can be carried to 
Dublin by the existing systems of transport 
is a total of 480 tons a day—or, in 
practice, 12,000 tons a month. Yet Mr. 
de Valera insists on a monthly import of 
50,000 tons. ' 

Is it impossible, in the circumstances, 
to expect that Ireland—and, in particular, 
Dublin—will be kept warm during the 
winter months? We do not think so. If 
the memorandum is accurate, and is 
based, as there is every reason to assume, 
upon expert opinion, the odds are very 
strongly against a fulfilment, or more 
than a fractional fulfilment, of the Prime 
Minister’s programme ; the chances are, in 
fact, that Dublin will go very cold, indeed. 
For ourselves, faith is stronger than 
figures. We are confident that the work 
can be done. While Mr. Ryan, very 
correctly, calculates upon certain fixed 
bases of output, we prefer to believe that 
these rates can be exceeded; that the 
ingenuity of experts can devise more rapid 
methods for the digging and saving of turf, 
and that the existing. means of transport 
can rise to the height of a new necessity, 
and can, at the very least, double their 
capacity. Even so, it is improbable that 
the Prime Minister’s expectations will be 
fulfilled, or will be anything like fulfilled. 
They will be approached. Experience, as 
opposed to calculation, shows that under 
severe stresses, such as the stress of war, 
things can be done which would not be 
accomplished in normal circumstances, 
and we have little doubt that the capacity 
both of the Jrish railway and of the Irish 
canal system will be doubled when, and if, 
the need arises—as, we are satisfied, it 
already has arisen. If Mr. Ryan's 
admirable speech proves anything, it 
proves not that the position is hopeless, 
but that the time for a supreme effort is 
at hand. During the last Great War a 
divided Ireland was able to do magnificent 
work for a cause in which only a part of 
it believed. Is there any reason why, in 
this year of grace 1941, a united Ireland 
should not be able to rise to higher efforts 
for a cause that commands the allegiance 
of ninety per cent. of the population?

The Duke 
of Aosta had refused to entertain pro- 
posals for an armistice ; but finally, accord- 
ing to the Italian communiqué, he was 
ordered by Signor Mussolini to lay down 
his arms. 

Westerday the fighting at Amba Alagi 
came to an end. The Italian garrison has 
been given twenty-four hours by the 
British to look after its wounded and to 
bury its dead; and at midday to-day 
General Cunningham will accept its formal 
surrender. At his urgent request the 
Duke of Aosta, accompanied by his Chief 
of Staff, General Trezzani, will be the last 
to leave the town. He and his troops will 
be accorded full military honours by the 
British, who have decided to permit the 
Italian officers to retain their revolvers in 
recognition of their gallant fight. In his 
last message to Signor Mussolini, the 
Duke declares that “I have done every- 
thing humanly possible,’’ and no fighting 
man will withhold admiration from a 
soldier who, in these days of “total '' 
warfare, has done something to preserve 
the decencies of bygone times. The Duke 
of Aosta’s surrender does not necessarily 
mean that the war in Abyssinia is over; 
for there still are fighting units at Jimma, 
where a whole division of Italian troops 
is at bay, and also at Gondar. It seems 
that some time befote he was forced to 
surrender at Amba Alagi, the. Duke of 
Aosta established independent commands 
at both these points, so that, although he 
was Commander-in-Chief of the Italian 
forces in East Africa, his capitulation may 
be ignored by the local generals. On 
the other hand, the capture of Amba 
Alagi cannot but have a demoralising 
effect on the Italian troops in other parts 
of Abyssinia. It must be remembered that 
they must think not only of the British, 
but also of the Ethiopian tribesmen, who, 
once they have them at their mercy, will 
not be likely to accord them the honours 
of war This consideration has been 4 
potent factor in the Abyssinian situation 
since the very beginning; and it was 
because General Cunningham took steps to 
protect Italian women and children from 
the natives. that the Duke of Aosta 
thanked him publicly when he was leaving 
Addis Ababa. Although, therefore, the 
garrisons at Jimma and Gondar may 


probably will decide in the long run to 
choose the less of two evils, From the 
military point of view, they are in an 
utterly hopeless position. Without food 
and water, their capitulation can be only 
a matter of time.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY | 


“The Belle of New York” 


A correspondent writes :— 

What memories were aroused last week 
in the minds of those approaching the 
fifty mark by the performance in Dublin 
of ‘The Belle of New York?” I dare say 
to the younger generation it is vieur jeu, 
and, possibly, even boring; but for those 
of us who saw and heard it some thirty-five 
years back, the “ Belle’? has a charm 
peculiarly its own. 

I was a very small boy when Edna May 
took London and the provinces by storm--- 
and what a storm it was! It was in the 
days of Marie Studholme and half-a-dozen 
other musical comedy ‘‘queens’’; but 
Edna May in the part of the Salvation 
Army lass was hors concours; none of the 
galaxy that followed her in other shows— 
Lily Elsie, the Dares, Gertie Miller, 
Gladys Cooper, and the rest—ever was 
able to oust Edna May from her place in 
the popular affection. 

I still can remember most of the inusic 
of those early musical comedies that were 
in vogue when I was at school. I never 
can forget ‘‘ San Toy,” or “ Véronique,” 
or ' The Geisha’’ ; and I believe that, if 
I was put to it, I could strum through 
most of the score of ‘‘ The Country Girl,” 
with its incomparable Rajah of Bhong, 
although it must be almost forty years 
since I heard it on the stage.

' Of course, ‘‘ The Belle of New York” 
was the most popular of them all at the 
time—until ‘‘ The Merry Widow’’ intro- 
duced the long series of brilliant Viennese 
productions that were done into English 
under the wegis of George Edwardes almost 
as quickly as they could be brought to 
London. 

The Austrians had a genius for that 
kind of light music; and I can recall only 
one purely English musical comedy—‘‘ The 
Arcadians’’—that could compare with 
shows such as “ The Waltz Dream,” “ The 
Girl in the Train,” “ Gipsy Love,” ‘‘ The 
Quaker Girl,” ‘‘The Dollar Princess,’’ 
and a dozen others. Popular taste has 
changed a lot since those days; but for 
those of us who have entered upon middle 
age nothing ever can excel the old musical 
comedy. 

By the way, I must congratulate Willie 
Reidy on the excellence of his ensemble 
work in the “ Belle.” The chorus was 
first-rate. I understand that it included 
members of several church choirs, includ- 
ing that of Mount Argus, and the finales 
of the first and second acts were worked up 
to a magnificent climax. 

One thing I missed—namely, the whist- 
ling solo by the Bowery “tough.” I under- 
stand that the actor who played this part— 
who was excellent—cannot whistle! That 
is an art that cannot be acquired.

British’ develop- 
ments in Iraq have turned parts of 
the gor gi into a land flowing with 
milk and honey for the Traguis, who 
were formerly subject, to Turkish over- 
lordship, he added, and his wife (who 
has spent a considerable time in the 
country) commented : ‘‘ A land flowing 
with oil and water.” 


£1,000,000 ROAD 


Raschid Ali, the ieader of the recent 
revolt in Iraq, was unknown in the 
country when Mr. Stephens was last 
in Iraq, just before the outbreak of 
war, atid the only trouble was caused 
by bands of marauding Arabs who 
occasionally punctured the pipe-line. 
These Arabs, having virtually no 
knowledge of the proper use of ex- 
plosives, caused comparatively little 
damage. They merely punctured the 
pipe-line with rifle bullets; these punc- 
tures are immediately noticed by the 
engineers on duty at the pumping 
stations, who cut oft the oil flow while 
a repair party goes out to make good 
the damage.
